O ONE has ever been foolhardy enough to ac­ 
cuse Knute Rockne to his face of being a wise­ 
cracker. 


The energetic little general of Notre Dame’s 
famed gridiron armies is not the type that peo­ 
ple carelessly accuse of being anything until they are quite 
sure that he doesn’t object. 
And Rockne most decidedly 
does object to gelling a reputation for punting puns and 
other forms of alleged humor around on the field of «on- 
versation. 
Nor is he any more fond of being on the receiving end 
of smart cracks passed in his direction. It would be fatal. 
for instance, to observe within his hearing that "the Big Ten 
isn’t tire only pebble on the football beach, for there’s a little 
Rock at Notre Dame." 
He would object to a crack like that even faster than 
most people. 
But in spite of this aversion, Rockne is known wherever 
football stove leagues exist as the country’s most prolific 
author of gridiron humor. 
Usually the whole season passes 
without a new Rockne yarn putting in an appearance. Then 
about the time when All-America teams start breaking out 
like a rash all over the country, his stories come into circu­ 
lation. 
They are beginning to constitute something of an 
annual All-America selection of football humor. 
Rockne prefers telling his yarns to trusting them to cold 
type. 
In telling them he goes about the job in much the 
same manner as an efficient but somewhat hurried quarter­ 
back calling signals. Every third or fourth word is clipped 
off sharply and given added emphasis, like the end numbers 
in a quarterback’s string. 
You know that something unexpected is going to develop 
when he finishes. And if you happen to be seated across his 
desk at the time, you half expect the mounted football, which 
is a prominent part of the desk s decoration, to be snapped 
at you. 
One of Rockne’s new stories features Jimmy Crowley, 
sensational halfback and one of Notre Dame’s famous “ Four 
Horsemen’’ of a few years ago. 
“ Jimmy came back to Notre Dame recently,” Rockne 
relates, "and told me that tliere was another boy coming to 
Notre Dame this fall from Green Bay, Wisconsin. Jimmy’s 
home town. 
'H e’s awfully good,' Crowley added.

CO-OPERATIVE SPIRIT TO THE 
FORE 


A t the Associated Chambers of Commerce 
meeting the other evening, the secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Orange declared that, 
in his judgment, it would be a mistake for the 
Associated Chambers of Commerce to pass a 
resolution to resubmit the same question as was 
before the voters at the last election on the 
water bonds. He said he felt a further investi­ 
gation should be made. 
W e want to commend the Secretary of the 
Orange Chamber of Commerce on his very ap­ 
parent broadmindedness. A few weeks ago, the 
Orange Chamber of Commerce passed a reso­ 
lution that the same question should be resub­ 
mitted without any consideration of anything 
else. 
This was rather a strong challenge to^ the 
voters, who had by a m ajority vote, voted “ no” 
upon that question, and we criticized it on that 
ground. 
W e believed then, and we believe 
now, that to resubmit that same question would 
he such a serious challenge to the majority of 
the people of the county, that it would not only 
he worse defeated than before, but that it 
would tend to make the breach wider between 
those who differ. 
W e are glad that this is recognized by the 
Secretary of this body, for undoubtedly he ex­ 
presses the views of most of the executive mem­ 
bers, and it indicates a real desire for a solu­ 
tion rather than simply an insistence upon a 
particular method.
